First Department. Summer term. Teacher, Miss Cuar- 
LoTTE McCoy. ‘The teacher of this school sustained the excel- 
lent reputation she has so long enjoyed, for scholarship, enthu- 
siasm in teaching, and a rare faculty to impart knowledge. 

The order of the school was excellent. The talent in this 
department is of high order, and no one but an experienced and 
thorough scholar, and a good disciplinarian should be entrusted 
with the oversight of this school. Comolete success crowned 
the self-sacrificing efforts of the teacher for this term. Nor,” 
should the punctuality, the diligence in study, and the marked 
advancement of this school, be unnoticed by the committee in 
_ this report. | 

The examination at the close of the term was very interest- 
ing, and showed the amount of culture which may be attained 
in our common schools, under the best training and care.

Winter Term. Teacher, Mr. Gzeoracz Mason. The school 
sustained itself quite well the past winter, in respect to progress 
in studies. The teacher was fully competent, in point of schol 
arship; but a little more energy and stern discipline would have 
added to the efficiency of this school. 

There are many excellent scholars in this school who would 
have appeared to much better advantage had they spoken loud- 
er in their examination. Not enough attention was paid b: 
teacher, or by some parents, to secure the observance of a 
hours. We are happy to notice that the district have taken 
this matter in hand, and by the vote at their recent school meet- 
ing, show a healthy and reliable tone of public sentiment in this 
district, in favor of discipline and good order. 


Second Department. Summer & Fall terms, Teacher, Miss 
Aveusta KF, Ames. This is one of the most difficult of all our 
schools to instruct. The teacher of this school was one who had 
had experience and success in teaching in several schools. Ful- 
ly qualified for her duties, she exhibited diligence and enthusi- 
asm in her work and secured praiseworthy and most satisfactory 
results. The order of the school was good; the discipline good; 
the instruction thorough ; and the examination at the elose in- 
teresting and highly creditable to teacher and scholars. 

The district were fortunate in securing the services of the 
teacher who had charge of the school in the Summer for the 
Fall term, The examination at the close attested the value of 
the continued services of the same teacher, in the same school. 


Winter Term. Teacher, Joseru C. Mason. _ 'Fhis school, 
on the whole, has been a satisfactory one, to all concerned, 
The examination showed thoroughness on the part of the 
scholars, who generally knew whereof they affirmed, and ener- 
gy and aptness on the part of the teacher, who was heartily en~ 
gaged in his work, Mr. Mason’s practical and original manner of 
imparting instruction had a marked effect upon his pupils, all am 
whom made rapid and. wholesome progress during the term. 
The order of the school might have been improved, whispering 
and other communications between the seats being altogether 
too prominent features. We attributed this more to the teach- 
er’s entire absorption in his recitations, than to,any other cause ; 
and yet it is a question whether a school can be said to be en- 
tirely successful where this intolerable evil prevails,

:, LIBRARY REPORT, 


The Commitiee on the Town Library, having attended to the duty as- 
-signed them, beg leave to submit their Annual Report, as follows : 

The whole number of volumes now in the Library is 1968. Added 
-during the year, 56—six of which were presented by Hon. K. H. Rollins. 
“The number lost during the year is 19—Nos. 718—760—792—830—988 
—1267—1271—1370—1394—1409—146 7—1496—1537—-1569 — 1677—- 
1842—1843—1866—1958. 

Upon a careful exammation of the books, a large number were found 
unfit for use, and the following numbers have been thrown out as worth- 
less :-—802—1450—1451—1452—1453—1454—1455—1456—1457-— 1458 

—1459—1460—1461—1468—1477-—-1505-1506-1507-1508-—1509—1536. 
The most of these were children’s books, and have been in use a long time. 

‘Only one book remains to be returned as required by the By-Laws— 
No. 1399. All but six were returned in time to avoid the fine. 

The amount of fines assessed during the year and remaining un- 

paid at the present time is $14 03—but a small part of which is considered 
available.

Your Committee are sorry to report that the books are grossly misused, 
and that it is next to impossible to fasten the blame where it belongs, from 
‘the prevalence of a habit which is strictly forbidden by the By-Laws, viz : 
the lending of books by one person to another. A large number of the 
books which were purchased within the last two years, it is necessary to 
have rebound. ‘Unless more care is used by those who enjoy the benefit 
of the Library, the present appropriation will not be sufficient to make 
good the losses, and add such books as it is desirable to purchase from 
year to year. —

We think the town has reason to be proud of the record thus far made 
in the war. While many towns have found it difficult to raise their quotas 
for the three years service and have been obliged to resort to large bounties 
to raise their nine months men, this town has readily furnished a large ex- 
cess of the nine months and three years troops with men who have entered 
the three years service. But doubly proud, we have reason to be, of the 
gallant and heroic manner in which our townsmen have upborne tke flag 
of their country amid the shock and carnage of battle. The Committee 
have gathered many valuable statistics in regard to the men in the service 
of their country, and will continue to do so to the end of the war, when 
they propose to embody them in a full report of the action of the town and 
its individual citizens in the suppression of this great Rebellion. Any sta- 
tistics or incidents of interest in connection with our men in the field which 
may come to the knowledge of citizens will be gratefully received by the
